12 bound eastward, and due here at 9:10 
o’clock p. m. It was made upof tnree bag- 
gage-cars, four coaches and four sleepers. 
Some miles west of Hamburg the train parted 
between the last coach and the first sleeper, 
thus destioying the efficiency of the 
alr brakes as far as the pack part of 
the train was concerned and placing it an al- 
most uncontroliable condition. Itwas down 
grade where this occurred‘and the two parts 
ofthe flying express thundered onward with 
increasing speed with its load of precious 
humanity to death and destruction. The first 
section went along es usual until the con- 
ductor, John E. Houghtaling, discovered 
what had happened and pulled the bell-cord. 
It was probably just what most ofthe men 
would have done under similar circumstances; 
but the act was attended with disastrous con- 
sequences. The section came to a standstill 
anda momentor two later the rear section 
crashed into it with awful force and velocity 


and 
THE WRECK WAS COMPLETED. 


Louis E. Test, the sleeping car conductor, 
was the first inthe back end of the train to 
notice that the coupling had parted and he 
instantly pulled the air brake cord, only to 
find it had no effect. He then ran to the other 
cars with the same result, and was inthe act 
of screwing up the hand brakes when the col- 
lision occurred. The sections came together 
with such force that the forward sleeper 
Salina telescoped the rear cogth of the stand- 
ing section, Killing six people and injuring 
fifteen others. The cars were piled in all 
shapes on top ot one another, while the Sa- 
lina was almost completely buried from sight. 
Those who escaped injury bravely set about 
belping those less fortunate, while the screams 
and shrieks of many of those in the wreck 
were enough to make ones blood run cold. 

THE KILLED. 

There were eleven people inthe Salina and 
one of them, J. Sway, the colored porter, 
wus buried from the car a distance of thirty- 
three feet and instantly killed. All the rest 
were more or less injured. The other killed 
were:

Ats o'clock this morning the railroad peo- 
ple brought the bodies of those killed into the 
Central Depot where Coroner Tucker, who 
had been notified and was in waiting, at once 
took charge ot them. All the bodies, with the 
exception of Mrs. J. D. Caucus of Saratoga 
Springs were taken to the Morgue. That of 
Mrs. Baucus was taken to an undertaking es- 
tablishment. Sbe was 23 years of age and her 
former home was at Rome, N. 1. She was 
married a week ago to-day. Of the five.bodies, 
when taken to the morgue, those of the two 
men remained unidentified. It was soon 
learned that one of the corpses was that of J. 
W. Flynn of Canton, atraveling man for Lautz 
Bros. & Co., of this city. He leaves 
a mother at Canton dependent on him 
forsupport. The body of another man, from 
cards found in his pocket. is believed to be 
that ot John T. Power of Pittsfield, Mass., 
traveling agent, mows probably for D. NM. Col- 
lins & Co. ofthat place. He had a ticket from 
Columbus, O., to chester. All of the bodies 
were badly mangled. Those of Mr. and Mra. 
Stewart of Rochester will be sent home. Cor- 
oner Tucker WIIl impanel a jury and hold a 
thorough inquest. The railroad authorities 
have placed a special train at his disposal to 
take a jury to the scene of the wreck.

THE MONEY READY. 


State Treasurer Noland’s Shortage 
Has Been Made Up by 
His Bondsmen, 


— 


John O Day's Only Contribution to 
the Pot an Unsigned Check 
on Himeelf for 67,000.

An Old Defalcation Discovered at a Very 
Late Date—The Shortage Said te Have 
Existed Since Last Fall—Story of Charley 
Nolaud’s Visit to New Yerk to “Square 
Things’’—Uow the Deficit Was Made Up 
by the Bondsmen at the Lindell Hotel- 
Len Stephens Returns to Boonville and 
Say the Treasuryship Has Not Been Ton-; 
dered Him and He Will Not Accept er

Committee to Begin en the Books This 
Evening. 


It can now be said on good authority that 
the money has now been raised to make the 
State good for what is said to be the shortage 
in the accounts of State Treasurer Noland. 
The bondsmen have bad up- bill work to raise 
the money equitably among themselves, and 
from party members of prominence and 
wealth, and have bad to overcome a great 
many diMioulties in doing it, but this morn-. 
ing, for the first time, they felt confident that 
any minute the State learned the amount of 
the shortage definitely they would be ready 
to pay the money into bank. The amount of 
the shortage has been variously stated from 
different sources, all of whom, how: 
ever, deny having given any fia- 
ures. The statement this morning was 
that the deficit is $82,718.55. While individual 
indorsements of this cannot be obtained, it is 
stated on authority that the report of the 
committee appointed to examine into the 
affairs ofthe Treasury will ghow that these 
figures are not $20 out of the way. The 
authority for this statement, however, isata 
loss to account for the missing money in the 
face of Mr. Noland’s continued denial that 
there is any shortage. 

In connection with the 

RAISING OF THE MONEY 
to meet the deficit, the manner in which it 
was done is just now of a creat deal of inter- 
em. It involves a history of the conference at 
the Lindell Hotel, the fret authentic account 
of which is now given in the Post.-DISPATCH. 
The parties to the conferences have 
all observed the utmost secrecy, even 
as to the object of their meeting, 
or the idea with which they were called to- 
gether. This was all learnedthis morning, 
however, in such a manner thetits correct- 
ness is apparent on its face. In the first place, 
it was not known, when the first conference 
was held, that there was a deficit, but it was 
thought probable that there was. With this 
idea the conference was called with Auditor 


Siebert and Secretery of State Lesueur as 
friends of Mr. Noland and of the bonds- 
men. The intention was toraise about $32,000 
in actual cash, sothbat when the State’s in- 
yestigation should be completed they would 
be ready to make the State whole without suit 
or controversy. The bondsmen were moved 
to this for the good of the party principally, 
and because they knew they were good 
for the shortage and could be sub- 
jected to further cost. In cailing 
the conference an attempt was made 
to got all the bondemen in, except the Repub- 
licans, of whom there are three residing in 
Kansas City.

AS TO SENATOR QUAY. 

Proclaimed in a great and responsible 
newspaper a liar, briber, corruptionist of 
the worst type, thief and debaucher, 
Senator MATTHEW STANLEY QuAY oon- 
tinues to fish at his quiet retreat in Flori- 
da, and is silent under an overwhelming 
charge of infamy. 

Quay is a Senator of the United States 
from the State of Pennsylvania; he is 
chairman of the National Republican 
Committee; he is now therecognized mas- 
ter of the Republican party machine; he 
is the associate of the leaders of that 
party, the adviser of the President and 
the dictator frequently of his policy and 
appointments; he has entire control of 
the Federal patronage in Pennsylvania 
and controls much of the general patron- 
age of the Government. 

The charges against Quay are made by 
the New York WORLD, which is acknowl- 
edged to be the leading newspaper of this 
country, of unguestioned responsibility 
and large resources. They are made 
openly with minute details as to times, 
places and names. The history of Quay’s 
political career in politics as revealed by 
the WORLD is too long for repetition here. 
Suffice it to say that as far as it has been 
related it embraces the wholesale purchase 
of votes, the frequent sale of his own vote 
and influence, treachery to friends and 
party, debauchery, the use of official 
power for the basest purposes, and the ac- 
tual robbery of the treasury of Pennsyl- 
vania. 

As yet no answer has been returned by 
this man, occupying a place of great 
power and influence, tothe open charges 
of the blackest crimes a citizen and pub- 
lic officer can commit.

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CONSTABLF OR TREASURER. 

Section 3555 of the Revised Statutes pro- 
vides that, if any officer appointed or 
elected by virtue of the Constitution or 
any law of this State, shall convert to his 
own use in any manner whatever, or 
shall make way with or secrete any por- 
tion of the public moneys, or any moneys 
that may have come to him by virtue of 
his office or official position, every such 
officer shall, upon conviction, be pun- 
“ished in the manner prescribed for steal- 
“ing property of the kind or the value of 
“the articles so embezzled, converted, 
“taken or secreted.’’ 

Under this law a St. Louis Constable 
has just been sentenced in the Criminal 
Court to two years in the penitentiary for 
embezzling $75, and under this law a State 
Treasurer who makes way with $30,000 or 
any other sum exceeding 80 of State 
moneys in his keeping, is liable to im- 
prisonment in the penitentiary for a term 
not exceeding five years. 

This is the law of the land for the pun- 
ish ment of official embezzlement or steal- 
ing. It makes no exception in favor of 
those who lose the money at poker, or in 
favor of those whose bondsmen restore to 
the State the stolen money. 

If a humble constable who makes way 
with $75 of trust money gets two 
years and little sympathy, the State 
Treasurer who makes way with $30,000 of 
State money plunging in a Kansas City 
poker game, is certainly entitled to five 
yearsin the penitentiary and no sym- 
pathy at all. 

If Demotratic conventions will insist on 
nominating free-handed option dealers or 
poker plungers to have charge of State 
money, the least the party can do isto 
vindicate the law and punish its thieves 
when they are plainly guilty.

HE WILL HAVE TO ANSWER IN COURT FOR 
MURDER IN THE FIRST DEGREE 


His Case Will Be the First of a Novel Bind 
In Criminal Histery—Resume of the 
Damaging Facts Which Are Aim 
—Wnat the Defense Will Rely On to 
Prove His Innocence, 


The Grand- jury of St. Charles County lost 
no time in indicting Charles F. Vail. The 
witnesses who bad testified before the justices 
were taken across the yard to the Court- house 
and before the Grand-jury. Their 
was taken quickly and a true bill was soon 
reported to the court. The next step will be 
his arraignment. Of course he will plead. not 
gullty to the indictment and then the day for 
trial will be set. What the outcome or that 
trial will be rests with a jury, but that case 
will surely continue to bave that same pe- 
cullar interest it has had from the 
first and will beeome one of 
most celebrated cases on the record. 
It Is interesting because it is an unusual case, 
and if it is a crime at all it is a remarkable one 
in every aspect. One who has been familiar 
with the criminal history of this country for 
yoars, in speaking of this case, said: H Vail 
is guilty of the crime charged against him, 
then that murder opens a new era in crime in 
this country.

in the long and almost unbroken series of re- 
vorses which attended his efforts to pluck a 
few of last year’s plums and thus secure some 
return for his lavish outlay. Moreover, 
racing men of all degrees were unanimous 
in wishing the big- hearted Senutor better luck 
in 1890. 

The sum and substance of opinion e- 
pressed yesterday by several persons who 
are familiar with his stable was that Senator 
Hearst would experience this year a marked 
and fayorable change in fortune. Gorgo, on 
whom all the knowing ones have pounced as 
a certainity for the Brooklyn Handicap, and 
who would have troubled Raceland in last 
year’s Suburpan if she had not been ex- 
hausted in the vain effort to cut down the 
rest of the fleld, has, itissaid, filled out into 
one ot the finest looking mares ever seen on 
the turf. She shows increased development 
everywhere, and now is a model of power and 
quality. Like nearly all of Allen’s string, 
she is forward in condition, and can be ready 
for the Brooklyn Handicap if required. 

Biag Thomas, last year’s $40,000 purchase, 
who was sucha complete failure, jas grown 
Into a huge 38-year-old. At the same time, 
however, he has fined down considerably, 
and altogether shows distinct signsof im- 
provement. The general impression about 
b im is that he willbe at his best in sprint 
races, although itis doubtful whether he will 
ever get back evena fourth part of his pur- 
chase money.

It is the intention of the St. Louls Jockey 
Club to give tri-weekly racing the coming 
spring andsummer. Lastyear Chicago had 
elghty-two days of racing at the West Side 
track and twenty-seven days at Washington 


Park, or 109 Gays in all, while 
St. Louis had a running meeting of only 
sixteen days. President Green and his 
associates haye come to the conclusion that 
if Chicago can give over 100 days racing and at 
New Orleans, Clifton and Guttenberg they 
can run all winter, that St. Louis ought to be 
able to support racing three days a week 
during the spring and summer.

INA BAD CONDITION. 


THE STATE GRAIN INSPECTION DEPART- 
MENT IN SORE STRAITS- 


The Chairman of the Railroad Commission 
Applying to Capitalists and Receivers 
tor Aid—A Change of Policy Ordered—A 
Depletéa Treasury and Numerous Dis- 
charges—Indignant Farmers, 


HE condition of the 
office of the chief in“ 
spector appointed by 
the State Board of Rall - 
road and Warehouse 
Commissioners has 
been the cause of nota 
little anxiety to the 
friends of the State in- 
‘ gpection law, and 
great efforts are being 
made to place it upon 
a footing that will en- 
able it to be self-sustaining. W. G. Downing, 
chairman of the Rallroad Commission, arrived 
in this city several days ago, and had a num- 
ber of long conferencés with Expert Burks in 
regard to the status of matters, not only In 
St. Louis, but in the rest of the State. 
BOTH THE CHAIRMAN 
of the Rallroad Commission and the Chief 
Inspector are very reticent concerning the 
condition now prevailing, but some of the 
recently discharged employes of Expert Burks 
are less circumspect. 

From an ex-assistant of Burks it was learned 
that the state of affairs in the office of the 
Chief Expert may be fairly characterized as 
sad, and that a permanent area of low barom- 
eter prevails in that locality, which so far has 
escaped the vigilance of the United 
States Signal Service. During the last two 
months scarcely a week has passed without a 
diacharge, andatthe present time the force 
drawing salary under the ehief expert is less 
than a third of that with which he opened the 
campaign. The chief loss has been among 
the deputy inspectors, and this the grain 


dealers of the city have hailed with delight, 
as it has resulted ina much better inspection 
than was previously furnished. The old Mer- 
chants’ Exchange inspectors have been re- 
tained, and the majority of the political ex- 
erts have been discharged. The reason given 
or this is the fact that from all sections of 
the State complaints have been received both 
by commission merchants andthe grain in- 
spector ofthe mannerin which the inspec- 
tion has been done. 
SHIPPERS OF CORN 

are angry atthe manner in which they have 
been treated, which has involved a very se- 
rious loss. During December, January and a 
partof February the ay of corn in this 
city were graded very iow indeed. Not much 
more than 50 per cent of the receipts 
graded as high as No. 2. and 
the universal opinion was that so 
strict an inspection had never beon known. 
Farmers who had always shipped to St. Louis 
determined to try Philadelphia end Balti- 
more, and were astonished to discover that in 
those markets over 90 per cent of the corn 
sent from the very districts, and in many 
cases from the very flelag, that had produced 
the low grade St. Louis corn, was rated as 
No. 2. It was imagined that this might be 
due to manipulations at the markets in 
question, and therefore samples were sent 
to New York and Chicago, with the 
request that the inspectors give an opinion on 
the proper grade. In nearly every case the 
Eastern inspectors were sustained. The re- 
sult bas been that a most undue amount of 
corn bas passed directly through the city to 
be marketed inthe East. Some of this leak- 
age has been cue to unjust freight dircrimina- 
tion, butavery large proportion is ascribed 
to inspection hostile to 8St.Louls. The offi- 
cials of the Chicago, Burlington & Quincy de. 
clare that since the advent uf Burks a loss of 
at least $40,000 has been entailed upon that road, 
this amount representing bridge tolls which 
had to be paid on corn whieh would naturally 
have come to St. Louis, but which the owners 
had insisted on consigning to East St. Louis 
in order to take it out of the clutches of 


Burks. 
THE LOSS CONSEQUENT 

upon such a mode of procedure fell’ heavily 
upon St. Louis, but still more heavily upon 
the Chief Inspector.

The success of the banquet was assured 
when, about II o’clock, Judge Terry called 
those in attendance to order.

The many advantages of St. Louis were 
here set forth, and then the speaker referred 
tothe municipalsystem. It had been spe- 
clally framed, upon anew model, and now 
St. Louls was feeling the effects ofa —

whole system of streets had been recon- 
structed in the most permanent manner, and 
St. Louis was to-day the best paved city in 
the United States. The water works had 
been enlarged; the fire ana police depart- 
ments extended;the park system perfected; 
new residence streets and magnificent boule- 
vards created, and the city institutions re- 
modeled and their utility increased. The 
revenues ofthe city had largely increased, 
and avery moderate rate of taxation was 
yielding a aufficient income for all publio 
purposes. 

And the speaker declared it desirable that 
the outside world should know of St. Louis’ 
prosperity. Private as well as public enter- 
prise is seen on every hand. Commercial in- 
stitutions, mercantile and manufacturing, 
have multiplied; magnificent business blocks 
and costly residences that are monuments to 
St. Louis’ architectural genius were abundant. 
Fireproof bulldings were as numerous in pro- 
portion to the existing necessities as in any 
city in the world. Rapid transit facilities had 
been lacking, but would not be wanting for 
the future. A magnificent bridge, spanning 
the railroad tracks at Grand avenue, was one 
ofthe most recently completed ornaments to 
the city; and soon the city would be connected 
with the lllinois share by a second magnifi- 
cent bridge across the Mississipp!. 

Financially the Municipal Government was 
in the very front rank. In tour years the debt 
bad been reduced $1,237,731.24 and would be 
stoadily cat down by the operation of the 
sinking fund provision of the charter. The 
actual revenues ofthe city aggregated over 
$6,000,000, and of the tax rate of $1.50 in the old 
limits and $1.40 in the new 1 per cent was 
available for general municipal purposes, 
though the revenue for licenses and water 
rates had largely increased in the last few 

ears. The city’s only debts were funded 

liabilities that were not mature. She had an 

agreeable, healthy climate, an abundance of 
pure water, the best sewerage system in the 
United States and allthe elements necessary 
to attract capital and population. 

Touching real estate matters toward the 
close, the speaker believed it to be a demon- 
strabie fact that realty values in St. Louis are 
onthe soundest possible basis.

The spirit of business had always been alert 
and energetic, but prudent and safe. The real 
estate men had no patience here with the 
business idealist and vislonary, with the man 
who would wring business from the clear-cut 
channels of common sense.

Cresses was Gov. D. R. Francis, who was to 
respond to ‘‘The State of Missouri.’’ The 
Governor was unavoidably absent. 


„The City of St. Louis.“ 


In response to the toast. The City of St, 
Louis,’’ Mayor Noonan spoke as follows: 

„„St. Louis isa substantial city. It does 
business on a cash basis. Our sole debt is a 


bonded debt and cannot be increased, being 
limited by the Constitution of the State until 
the taxable wealth excecds $425,000,000; 
bonds cau only be issued to renew the pres- 
ent ones, and they are being steadily funded 
at a lower rate of interest. About $100,000 
ofthe debt is being paid off every year. We 
have no floating debt. We are build- 
ing an immense extension of our water- 
works system, a beautiful and practi- 
cal new City Hall, improving our grand sys- 
tem ot parks and boulevards, erecting mag- 
nificent bridges over the railroad tracks, 
constantly extending our system of sewers 
and paved streets, and carrying out many 
other improvements on a most metropoli- 
tan scale; and all this is being done out of 
our current annual municipal revenue, and 
our rate of taxation is ever being steadily 
reduced. 

The tax collected thts year upon real 
estate for city and school purposes will be 
some $4,100,000. .Assuming that we have a 
opulation of 475,000, although 500,000 would 
s more nearly correct, this would be about 
$8.40 per capitaof tax upon real estate. In 
Chicago proper the rate is over $10, in St. Paul 
it is $14.75, Minneapolis $13.25, Cincinnati 
$14.35, Omaha $12.85. And yet almost all these 
cities are constantly increasing their bonded 
debt, and not one ofthem has such improve- 
ments to show asa result as St. Louis has. 

„St. Louis is a free city with no county 
government. Interest and public debt reve- 
nue, water-works revenue and harbor fund 
are independent funds, separate and distinct 
from municipal revenue. Street grading is 
paid by municipal revenue; street improve- 
ment is paid not to exceed 25 per cent of as- 
sessed valuation by abutting property, the 
remainder by municipal revenue. Construc- 
tion of main sewers by municipal revenue, 
district sewers by property-holders. Total 
revenue for this year: Municipal revenue, 
$3,643, 984.62; unexpended balance in Treasury, 
204,616. 90; total, 83,848,601. 52. 

No appropriation can be made by the 
Municipal Assembly in any one year in excess 
ofthe rovenuefor that year, and all ordi- 
nances making appropriations must have the 
certificate of the Comptroller that there are 
available means to cover the appropriation.’’ 


„Our Public Improvements. ’* 


President Henry Flad of the Board of Public 
Improvements was called upon to speak to 
Our Public Improve ments.“ He did soas 


follows: 

Mn. CHAIRMANAND GENTLEMEN—Permit me 
to say that I feel greatiy honored by your in- 
vitation to meet you at the social board, and 
etill more so by the request,expressed in such 
kind terms, to respoud to the toast: Our 
Public Improvements.’’ 

There are doubless many gentlemen pres- 
ent whocould make a more eloquent response, 
but no one, I trust, who feels a deeper inter- 
ost in the subject than I, who have devoted 
the greater part of my lite to st. Louis im- 
provements, 

As early as 1854 I was professionally § en- 
gaged in an improvement ofthe greatest im- 
portance to the welfare of St. Louis, viz.: the 
construction ofthe Iron Mountain Railroad. 
Although not residing in the city, I paid fre- 
quent visite to it and thus early learned to 
know and love its solid and substantial pop- 
ulation, In 1861, I became a citizen of St, 
Louls. 

Soon after my return from the army, I en- 
tered in the spring of 1865 the city’s service as 
chief assistant of James P. Kirkwood, who 
selected to make the lans 
for the new water-works. From 1 to 


1875, leerved as Water Commissioner, later as 
Chief Engineer of Forest Park, as G 
missioner, and during the last thirteen years 
as President of the Board of Public Improve 
ments. Before many months my term of serv- 
ice to the city af St. Louis will reach a quarter 
oa century.

During 1881 fifteen ordinances authorizing 
the reconstruction of streets with granite 
payementand assessing the cost by special 
tax on the adjoining property had deen 
passed, but upto April, 1883, only about two 
miles of street had been paved with granite; 
five and a half miles were under con- 
tract and fourteen and three-quarter 
miles more bad deen author- 
ized by ordinance. Strong opposition 
to the granite pavement had at first been en 
countered, bat its advantages in time be- 
came 80 apparent that the Board ot Pubiic 
Improvements was allowed to continue its 
use. By April, 1889, over 89.36 miles of streets 
had been reconstructed with that material. 

The cost of this work was paid almost en- 
tirely by special tax, andthe amount of 83, 

1,239 has been paid forit by the property 
owners, while the city contributed, on ac- 
count of excess, $268,019. 

But for residence streets the nolse incident 
to granite pavements was considered objec- 
tionable, and in 1879 and 1880 a pavement of 
asphaltum blocks had been laid on Pine and 
Olive. It was soon discarded, as it did not 
rosist the heavy traffic of our streets. 

In the fall of 1883 pavements of monolithic 
asphaltum on concrete foundations were laid 
on Pine and Locust streets, with resonable 
success. More ofthis kind of pavement was 
laid during the tollowing years, so that the 
city now has about four miles ofthis class of 
pavement, which was paid for by special tax 
amounting to $268,000. l 

There had been some wooden block pave- 
ment put down, principally in renewal of the 
old Nicholson pavements, but the durability 
of this pavement, although treated blocks 
were used, was not satisfactory, and it be- 
came evident that wood should no longer be 
used unless some means could be found to in- 
crease its durability. An attempt in this di- 
rection was made by laying in the fall of 1884 
on Chestnut street pavement of preserved 
gum wood blocks on concrete foundation, 
which still remains, and will probably, if the 
necessary repairs are made, last some years 
longer. 

Since 1885 anumber of other streets were 
paved with pine blocks, on concrete founda- 
tion, and in April, 1889, 5.26 miles ot street in 
this city were provided with wooden block 
pavement, all on concrete foundation. The 
amount of special tax paid for these improve- 
ments since 1884 is $410,000. 

While discussing this subject it may be men- 
tioned that 

THE GRANITE PAVEMEKT 

as laid here is as good as any in the country, 
if not better, and that, particularly since its 
price has by strong competition been reduced 
nearly 35 per cent, its use for all streets sub- 
ject to heavy traffic should be continued, asa 
matter of true economy to property owners 
and to the city. 

Lately the board has recommended the pav- 
ing of some of our streets with cedar blocks 
on conerete foundation on account of its 
cheapness. Although the blocks are prob- 
ably lees durable, they cannot be renewed 
cheaply when worn out or replaced with 
blocks of some more durable material. Brick 
has lately come into use very extensively as a 
material for pavement, not only in small cities, 
but in Olncinnati and Chicago, and its use here 
deserves our serious consideration. As carly 
as 1881, the Board of Public Improvemeats 
experimented on this material, and some of 
it was laid on Second street, near Pine street: 
it showed fair resistance to abrasion, but 
some of the brick proved to be too brittle. 

With the various excellent cluys at our 
command and With proper care in mixing and 
burning the brick, so as to make them of uni- 
form texture and hardness, they would make 
an excellent paving material, as it couid 
readily be made impervious to water, would 
presenta smooth surface, be reasonably free 
from noise, andcheap. On streets subject to 
light trale sueh pavements would require 
hardly any repairs for a number of years. 
Such bricks might also be used to advantage 
in replacing the wooden biocks when worn. 

Our alleys were formeriy all paved with 
limestone blocks, but this material is very 
liable to deteriorate and to bo split by frost, 
and if these pavements are to be kept in re- 
pair the cost to the property owners is great. 
The Board of Public Improvements has lately 
substituted granite blocks, which, although 
much more expensive in first cost, will prove 
economical in the long run. 

The total length of streets improved with 
Telford pavement in April, 1889, was fourteen 
miles; 75 miles of alleys were paved with lime- 
stone and about one and one-quarter miles 
with granite. And of streets improved with 
macedam 273 miles.

Up to the summer of 1887, all sprinkling of 
streets, which isso necessary in our climate, 
and particularly on streets where the surface 
of the street is paved with macadam of lime- 
stone, both for health and comfort, was done 

nder urivate contract by’carts, or with hose. 

is system was both unsatisfactory and ex- 
pensive. The price charged for lots of 
tweaty-five feet front varied according to 
circumstances, from 50 cents to $1.50 and even 
more per month or from 84 to 812 for the 
season. The Board of Public Improve- 
ments early sought a remedy, but 
the opposition by non-resident prop- 
erty owners was too strong; the first ordin- 
ancefor general sprinkling was passed in 
May, 1887. Since 1888, sprinkling has been 
done under contracts made by the city and its 
cost assessed as a special tax. In 1889, 289 
miles of street were sprinkled at an average 
cost of 4.78 cents per linear foot of front. This 
year, 264 miles of stroets will be sprinkled and 
under the contract already made will cost on 
an average 3.54 cents per linear foot of front 
for the whole season, although the number of 
daily sprinklings has been greatly increased. 
In other words, sprinkling now costs about 
the same per season as sprinklers used to 
charge per month. : 

Our streets, which have heretofore been 
lighted by 9,000 gas lamps, will within a few 
weeks be illuminated with electric arc lights, 
and the alleys with incandescent lights. Un- 
der the provisions of ordinance, only those 
streets and alleys are to be lighted which have 
heretofore been lighted with gas or gasoline, 
This required 1,556 arc lights for streets and 
1,492 incandescent lights for the alleys; but it 
was found that with even a smaller outlay 
than the street lighting with gas all streets of 
any importance within the city limits and all 
alleyscould be lighted with electricity; an 
ordinance was therefore introduced and is 
now pending providing for 385 additional 
arc lights and forty additional incandescent 
lamps for districts which heretofore had not 
been Nghted at all. The total annual expense 
for lighting will be but $179,203. 

The great number of telegraph poles which 
had to be erected throughout the city, in con- 
sequence of the introduction of the electric 
light, has naturally created some dissatisfac- 
tion and distrust, and it must be admitted 
that they do not impfove the appearance of 
our streets, bat I feel satisfied that a few years 
will suffice to remedy the evil. The construc- 
tion of subways in our streets in the central 
parts of the city, which has already been 
started, and of some system of conducting 
wires overbead on cables suspended from high 
towers in the outlying — will alto- 

ether do away with the pores. 

. The Pacific allroad was opened in 1854. The 
traffic at that time was light and the tracks 
few, go as to cause * — slight obstruction to

our city was almost cut ip two by the great 
number of tracks which had to be laid down 
in Mill Creek Valley, so that communication 
between the two sections became both diffi- 
cult and dangerous. The prosperity of the 
southern part of the city suffered greatly from 
this fact then, and has not even to this day 
fully recovered from its effect. 

In 1875 the evil had become so great, that 
the city decided to have bridges erected over 
the raliroad tracks on Twelfth and Fourtetnth 
streets; they were necossarily cheap struct- 
ures ot insufficient width, as only $56,000 
could be made available to pay the cost of 
both bri s. Buttheir erection was of an 
immense nent to the city, from the fact, 
that by it, the railroad companies were forced 
to lower their tracks. The Twelfth Street 
Bridge was opened in September, 1875, and 
the Fourteenth Street Bridge in the 
following yeer. In 1878 the undersigned was 


instructed by the Municipal Assembly to make 


plans and estimates for bridges over railroad 
tracks on Ninth street, Tayon avenue, Jeffer- 
gon ayenue, Twenty-first street and Summit 
avenue, to which on petition of property 
owners, Grand avenue was added. Three of 
those bridges, on plans greatly modified and 
. have since then been erected. 

ast Jefferson avenue bridge was con- 
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Plans for a bride on Twonty-first street 
were adopted bythe Boardof Publie Im- 
provement some tiẽme ago., The cémdema- 
tion of land necessary for it is now 8 
the approval ofthe Muncipal Assembly an 

the ordinance authorizing construction of the 
piers of this bfidge has recently been recom. 
mended by the Board ot Public Improve- 
ments. 

The bridges on Twelfth and Fourteenth 
streets since first erected have been some- 
what improved, dut their reconstraction in 
greater width can not be long delayed. 

A bridge, which is to carry King’s highwa 
over the railroad tracks, is very much neede 
in connection with the proposed system of 
boulevards. Plaus and estimates for it have 
been prepared in the office of the Street Com. 
missioner and will be acted upon by the board 
as soon as there Is a reasonable prospect of 
obtaining the necessary appropriation. 

Our water supply in 1885 was furnished by 
two pumping engines located at the foot of 
Bates street. They pumped about 6,500,000 
gallons of water per day into the reservoir on 
Benton street, whence it was distributed 
through eighty miles of pipe. The reservoir 
had then nearly filied with sediment, so that 
the water lett t in the same condition in 
which it entered. 

In 1865 plans for new water-works of a ca- 
pacity of 30,000,000 gallons were made, and 
these works were completed in March, 1871. 
The works—against the advice of the engi- 
neers—were located at Bissell’s Point. They 
are stillin use and in good condition. Two 
engines, each of 17,000,000 gallons capacity for 
pumping water fromthe river into settling 
basins, and two of 16,500, 000 capacity each for 
the high service had originally been provided, 
to whichathird engine of each class, of 
somewhat greater capacity, was added soon 
afterwards. 

In 1877, when the board took charge of the 
Water-works, the 1 ry of water had 
increased to 22,000,000 galions per day and 
the number of miles of water pipe to 277. 

In April, 1889, the total length of water pipe 
was 336 miles, and the average daily con- 
sumption $2,000,000 galions. The maximum 
consumption on any one day was 
41,000,000 gallons. The pumping capacity 
of the Water Works has since 1877 been in- 
creased by the erection of two high service 
engines each of 16,500,000 capacity, while that 
of the low service has been increased by the 
addition of four temporary pumps, each of 
5,000,000 capacity, as the plan for extension of 
the works, which had been adopted, contem- 
plated the erection of settling basins and low 
service pumping engines at the Chain of Rock, 
and made it inadvisable to permanently in- 
crease the low service pumping capacity at 
Bissell’s Point. 

The ultimate capacity of the works, when 
the extension now progressing has been com- 
powers will be 100,000,000 gallons per day. 

‘ive sections of the conduit, which is destined 
to carry the water from the settling Dasins at 
the Chain of Rocks to Bissel’s Point, are 
already under contract and in course of con- 
struction. The construction of the River 
Tower and of the tunnel connecting it with 
the engine-house are also under contract. 
The total amount of work contracted 
for is $1,000 ,000. The con- 
tract low service engines 
each of 20,000,000 gallons daily capacity, will 
shortly be let. © settling basins to be 
erected at Chain of Rocks will be of such di- 
mensions that the water can ordinarily be 
freed aimost entirely from sedimentary mat- 
ter by subsidence alone. At certain periods 
during each year, which are happily few and 
of short duration, subsidence alone is not 
sufficient for making the water clear, and the 
means of removing the discoloration of the 
water during such times are being dis- 
cussed. Our Mississippi water is famed 
as being one of the most wholesome 
drinking watersin the world, and I believe 
that it can be made to appear as well as it is 
good. The total cost of the extension of our 
Water Works now under construction will 
be about $3,500,000, while the cost of the old 
works, inclusive of the distribution system, is 
estimated at $11,000,000, sothat the total cost 
ofthe works, when ready for supplying 100,- 
000,000 gallons per day, will be about 34, 
500, 000 


The topography of St. Louis Is parhloplarly 
well adapted for securing its perfect drain- 
age; sufficient fall can everywhere be ob- 
tained to carry the sewage off rapid to the 
river, aud this has such volume and velocity 
that it cen receive all such matter without 
affecting the health of the city or of the 
country below. 

The construction of sewers in St. Louis was 
commenced in 1850, after some attempt to 
drain ‘‘Kaiser’s Pond’’ through sink holes 
had falled. Biddle etreet sewer was the first 
sewer constructed. From this small begin- 
ning, a system of sewers has developed which 
in point of extent and efficacy is unexcelled. 

In April, 1878, 179 miles of sewers had been 
constructed, to-wit: Thirty-three miles of 
public sewers and 143 miles of district sewers, 
at a cost exceeding 36, 000, Since then, 
and to April, 1889, the total length of publie 
sewers has been increased to 57.6 miles and 
of district sewers to 240.6 miles. The total 
length of sewers in our city fa, therefore, 298 
mileg and the total cost over $8,000,000. 

BY THE NEW CHARTER 
the territory of the city has been extended so 
as to embrace an area of 40,000acres. The 
territory outside of the old limits is settling 
so rapidly, houses springing up in all direc- 
tion, singly, in groups and in rows, extend- 
ing along now streets and avenues, that it bas 
been dificult of late 7 for the city to pro- 
vide funds for extending the public sewers as 
rapidly as desirable; but ifthe owners of the 
property in the new limits, recognizing the 
absolute necessity, if the public health is to be 
maintained, of providing sewerage, wherever 
water distribution extends and will assume a 
fair share of the burden, proper sewerage can 
gradually ve provided for all parts of the city. 

One of the drawbacks of St. Louis life, con- 
sists inthesmoky state of atmosphere pre- 
vailing in some parts of the city, incident to 
the use of bitumninous coal. This may be 
partly remedied by proper police regulations 
and wiil entirely be removed when the 
problem of the manufacture of cheap fuel gas 
has been solved. So many active brains are 
now engaged on this problem, that the solu- 
tion in the near future can hardly be doubted. 
St. Louis willthen enjoy not only excellent 
streets, the most wholesome water, and a 
perfect system of sewers, but also pure air, 
and while this city even now stands in the 
front rank of large cities as regards public 
health, it will be second to no city in the 
world in salubrity. 

Among the advantages of our city possessed 
by few others tothe sameextent, is the pro- 
portionately large area, set apart for parks 
(over 2,000 acres), While they do not equal 
those of some other cities in regard to archi- 
tectural structures and’ artistic ornamenta- 
tion, our parks possess unsurpassed natural 
advantages. When they have been connected 
by a system of boulevards, as now projected, 
their Value asa means of enjoyment to the 
public, will be vastly increased. — 

But 1 find, Mr. Chairman and gentlemen, 
that for an after dinner speech, which ought 
to excel Dy brevity, my remarks have already 
extended beyond the allowable Iimits, al- 
though I have not even mentioned our harbor 
improvements, the erection of our new City 
Halland many other subjects, which may be 
classed under the head of public improve- 
ments. 

My defense must rest onthe plea that the 
subject on which Iwas asked tospeak is so 
extensive thar it can hardly be properly 
treated in a ten minutes’ speech.

‘st. Louis Realty Titles.“ 


Judge Terry then gave an important toast, 
„St. Louls Realty Titles, to which he called 
upon Mr. August Gehner to respond.

Gehner spoke as follows: 

‘‘GENTLEMEN—You have allotted to mea 
very short time within which to respond to so 
comprehensive a toast as ‘Title Investi- 

ators.’ Indeed, if you or your committee 

ad any idea of the at of the supject in- 
volved in the toast, I ink that you would 
have made an exception in my favor and 
would have awarded to me the entire time of 
the others ers and have —— me, inas- 
much as the subject richly deserves it, the 
entire evening. 

There is — shadow of doubt in my mind 
but thatif you had done soevery member 
present would have been much better enter- 
tained than to be com to sit here and to 
listen to subjects not one of which can bold a 
palm to this, the most interesting subject of 


have, nevertheless, deemed it 
mitme in my time (and 3 did 
are so accustomed to the 
true investigator to examine your title before 
that of any one and to e to ro- 
ceive this promis that he will ma ex- 
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investigator in this city is, and always has 
been, subject to many trials and tribulations. 

In speaking of the trials and tribulations 
of the title investigator, I am not at all de- 
parting from my subject, because without 
him there is here practically no title jnvesti- 
gation, and we here lu our daily practice dit: 
fer so much and so materially from the cus- 
tom extant In other places that . itis the 
title investigator who is; in the broad sense of 
the term, the controlling factor in title in 
vestigations. 

‘*T have found that in other cities and in 
other places—and I have yet to find one that 
can be likened to us—itis the title investiga- 
tor who, atthe request of the party inter- 
ested, makes the abstract and chain of title as 
he finds that abstract and chain of title of 
record, and upon him devolves only the duty 
of reporting a full and complete history of a 
title as he can gather that history from the 
records. 

„There his duty and his obligation end. 
Thereupon, if the pew so willis it, the ab- 
stract or chain thus given is subsequently 
submitted to the lawyer, upon whom de- 
volves the main responsibility and duty of 
determining upon the validity or legality of 
the title. é‘ 

‘*With us this practice is entirely different. 
Here, as a general rule, the title investi- 
gator is expected not only to examine the rec- 
ords, but also to take and to act the part of 
the lawyer; to assume all his duties and re- 
sponsibilities and to give his statement, not 
of opinion merely, but of fact, as to the state 
of the title. 

How many of you are there who want to 
loan or borrow money, who want to buy or 
sell property, who want any information 
upon a atate of title, who want any informa- 
tion upon the certificate of title given by the 
title investigator? Just think, fora moment, 
what responsibilities rest upon him. What 
subjects of law affecting real estate and what 
local history must not be within his know!l- 
edge? They are, indeed, too numerous to 
mention. With us, atthe present time, the 
subject is less difficult than it was before. 
The old Spanish and French tities, thanks to 
our courts, are virtually shadows of the past. 

The old lawyers who fed and llved upon 
them have departed and gone toa better 
world, it may be, there quarrel over 
those old opposing, overlapping, incongru- 
ous and ever-conflieting surveys and tities. 
And as Isec in my dreams quoting this de- 
cision and that, proving locations by ex- 
pert testimony,’ (of whom there are gen- 
erallyan equal number on either side) I am 
happy on my awakening to find that the 
title Investigator can determine t he matter 
without more. 

Let me add that, notwithatanding the 
peculiar system prevailing here, notwith- 
standing the responsibilities resting upon 
title investigators here, notwithstanding the 
more than onerous liabilities to which they 
are subject, I can find but three, yes but three 
cases reported among our appellate decisions 
in which claims of dereliction of duty were 
made upon them, and appy 
to say that in two the 
title investigator was the victor, and in 
only one was he mulcted in damages, and then 
only, not because he had erred in his exzaml- 
nation of title, but because he had undertaren 
to incorrectly report a quantity of land pre- 
viously conveyed. 

And when you remember, gentlemen, that 
one of the Chief Justices of England once de- 
clared that everybody is presumed to know 
the law except lawyers, and that he added: 
‘Yes, and God forbid that even a Judge should 
be presumed to know all the law,’ you 
— rest satisfied with ourtitie investigators 

ere. 


„The Real Estate Agent.

avoid. But, sir, Iam happy to state that be- 
cause ot superior intelligence and integrity 
the St. Louis real estate agents have always 
deserved and maintained a most excellent 
social and financial standing and 1 do 
not hesitate to speak for them, 
for my lite is thoroughly interwoven 
with theirs, and the shuttle of time, which 
waits not even for a St. Louis real estate 
agent, admonishes me that during this year 
my 89th anniversary will have passed, and I 
am more sure than ever that there is no more 
important factor in the progress of any city 
than the educated, nervy, energetic, pro- 
gressive and fair-dealing real estate agent 

whose head is as full of active, well-matured 
brainas an egg is of nutritious food; and 
whetherthe mechanic, the manufacturer, the 
merchant,the capitalist or the investor,has oc- 
casion to transact business with us, he will be 
greatly profited by the wise and just counsel 
of the St. Louis real estate agent. And while a 
committee of our fraternity ey not be of 
service to Speaker Reed in counting a quorum 
lam thoroughly convinced that not only the 
United States Senate and Congress, but our 
country at large would be amazed at the expe- 
ditious manner in which we could distribute 
the surplus, though I am sure our greed for 
gain would not equal the New Jersey cashier, 
who left nothing portable except an iron safe 
and a redhot stove.

**Before closing I am disposed to make an 
observation ortwo about the interstate com- 
merce law as to its effects nationally, and 
especially upon the cities of the West, as well 
asthe country tributary to them. The chief 
arguments in favor of the passage of that law 
were that it would do away with vooling and 

ivethe country competitive rates, and re- 

uce the rates of the short haul, while the 
long haul rates would remain substantially 
the same as before the law was enacted. 
Now, while pooling bas been done sway 
„ under the workings of the law 
there is no more competition than there was 
before, and the effect is the same in the 
practice of the rallroadsso far as the com- 
merce of the country is coneerned, as they 
are working upon agreed uniform rates of 
Freight, even where railroads ran paratie) to 
each other. And from my observation I am 
led to believe that local rates have been 
maintained as rigidly as they were before the 
enactment of the law, while through rates, 
eepecially from west ofthe Mississippi River, 
have been materially advanced; and this is 
entailing great hardship on Western farmors, 
especially so now that the products of the 

are so cheap. 

The prosperity of our city as well as all 
Western cities isso closely identified and de- 
pependent upon the prosperity of the agr'i- 
‘Cuiturists, itseems to me, that the workings 
ofthis law should receive the careful atten- 
tion ofour members of Congress as well as 
our business men, to the end that the law be 
materially amended or repealed. I fall to sce 
wherein the country has in any way been 
benefited by Its enactment.

sustaining strength of that expedition, and it 
was her vigorous and indomitable spirit 
which kept heart, hope and lid in 
the breasts ot the Carly setticrs of 
this city. I know the formal chronicles 
of history say her son, Auguste, a mere boy 
of 14, commanded the brave little band of 
thirty pioneers who came to this spot in 1764 
to make St. Louis. ihe truer traditions of 
the old French residents tell a very different 
tale, however, which many concurrent facts 
confirm. According to their relations the 
actual commander of the expedition, the real 
head of the colony then and for many years 
rT, was the mother and not the stripling 
boy. It was a voman's faith and courage 
that gave us this wonderful new world, and 
from the same faith and courage of a woman 
bas Krowun our own greatcity. Tothe health 
of these, our two mothers, I shall ask you to 
drink, therefore, when 1 have finished, Isa- 
bella, mother of the Americas, and Therese, 
mother of St. Louls. 

From the coming of Mother Chouteau back 
to my text, Mr. Chairman, is no great step, 
for this parent of our city was yet living when 
the first paper was printed in St. Louls, 44 
Years later.

„„St. Louis’ Railway System.“ 


Mr. Delos R. Haynes was called upon to 
speak to ‘‘St. Louis’ Railway System,’’ which 
he did as follows: 


‘‘GENTLEMEN—NO phase of the unparalleled 
growth of the United States is more marvel- 
ousor commands greater admiration than 
our railroads. Although in use barely more 
than halt a century, the railroads are to-day 
greater by far than any other created in- 
dustry. They represent an investment more 
than twelvetimes the bonded debt of this 
Government. In length they would girdle 
the globe six times, and leave some 10,000 
miles towards the seventh track. They con- 
stitute nearly 50 per cent of the total railroad 
mileage ofthe world. They give employment 


directly to 1,000,000 of people; while the stim- 
ulus given indirectly by the operation of our 
steel highways to productive industries such 
as coal mines, iron mills, machine shops, 
locomotive and car works, etc., is almost in- 
caluable.’’ 

Mr. Haynes then paid attention to the 
growth of steam highways immediately tribu- 
tary to St. Louig. The growth and develop- 
ment were found to be satisfactory in 
mileage and traffic, keeping fully apace 
with the increase of other large com 
mercial centers. In comparisons made

„he Banking and Investment Capital of 
St. Louis. 


One of the most important toasts ofthe 
evening was thaton ‘‘The Banking and In- 
vestment Capital of St. Louis,“ to which Mr. 
Charles R. Parsons responded as follows: 


MR. CHAIRMAN—The New York Tribune of 
‘the prevaling vice of 
Congress is oratory.” Perhaps the American 
people, as a whole, are too much given to 
talk, and, thinking of this, I hesitated con- 
siderably before consenting to speak here 
to-night. Yetit isa.great pleasure to meet 
so many gentlemen engaged in the occupa- 
tion of buying and selling real estate. We 
recognize the fact that you do not wish to 
own tho earth, that you only wish reason- 
able commisfions from the property you 
handle, and desire to parcel it out among as 
extensive a clientele as possible. Your mem 
bers have increased vastiy since my first ac- 
quaintance with St. Louis in i848, when out 
Olive street the pavements only extended to 
about Ninth street west; when Kaiser's Lake 
occupied a large surface on O’Fallon, Cass 
and Biddle strects, andthat vicinity, before 
any sewors were constructed; when the native 
forest trees grew in Lucas piace, 
on Fifteenth, Sixteenth and Seven- 
teenth streets; when Carr place was 
away out in the country and Washing- 
ton Park was an immense gully (as our city 
willfind when they seek to get a foundation 
for the new Oity Hall). Atthattime, I sup- 
ose, Wo had some 60,000 people, and now, I 
. we have not less than 525,000. I think 
thie is a fair estimate, basing my calculations 
on 850,000 in 1880, and referring to the increase 
of schoo! children, of street-car passengers, 
and of transactions of our banks in the clear- 

ing-house zit Is only ö per cent per annum. 
Jam esatisfied, however, gentlemen, that 
it is not for the benefit of the city or the mass 
of its people that we should have a great ad- 
vance in prices of real estate, or an unnatural 
epeculation init. The great thing t be de- 
sired is that every man should have a home. 
It saidto be especially a characteristic of 
thé Anglo-Saxon raco to want their own 
hearthstone, a sacred place of rest, each 
man’s individual property his castic; and it 
is a most desirable thing for every family to 
have such a place within reasonable 
distance of the labor place of its 
head, and at a moderate cost. Any arti- 
ficial means that are used to increase this cust 
60 as to put it out of the power of the masses 
to gain homesteads are to be deprecated, not 
only asa private loss to cach individual so 
deprived ofa home, but asa public misfor- 
tune, for there is no other influence that so 
cements and binds society together as that of 
the common feoling of property and partner 
ship which the possession of home gives to 
all, and doubtiess the rapid n of 
our manufacturing interest as been 
much assisted by the reasonable prices at 
which homes can be gotten ere by 
the laboring people. In going through the 
olty, one cannot help being struck by the 
eneral good character of the small resi- 
ences, and the alr of neatness and good or- 
der which so generally 989222 e town.

K for us, as individuals, to prosper; 
we all like the cheerful landscape, the smiling 
skies, and it there be clouds, we want them 
to have gold and silver linings; wo like the 
feeling ot individual improvement and 
enjoy the fruits of prosperity. It is very evi- 
dent that you, gentlemen, present this even- 
ing are not suffering under ‘the pressure of 
peculiar pecuniary embarrassment;’ persons 
of that sort do not pr feasts or give ban- 
quets at fashionable club houses, and 80 we 
may congratulate you on your success and 
good fortune, and it is very pleasant to feel 
and know that St. Louis, as a whole, 
L rosperous; the evidences of it 
are all around us. They are not shown by ex- 
travagant prices of property, but in the vast 
number of buildings being erected every- 
where, gran’ warehouses for business, great 
manufacturing structures in which nearly 80,- 
000 persons are finding satisfactory employ- 
ment, and where more than $100,000, of 
capital is invésted. I think among all the 

eople of this great country no large city can 

e found where, asa whole, the people who 
desire employment and know how to do any- 
thing usetulare more fully employed at reua- 
sonable wages than right here in St. Louis. 
This is a very pleasant thing to 
think ot an undoubted cause of 
the success of your business; so also 
the great office buildings already bullt and in 
way of being erected to accommodate and 
make headquarters for the great enterprises 
controlled and emanating from this city as a 
center, show our prosperity, and these en- 
terprises tend to increase our capital, and this 
capital is the friend of labor after all, and is 
also its great employer. There is no legiti- 
mate, proper cause for quarrel between labor 
and capital, for capital is only accumulated 
labor, and they should go hand in hand, 
neither attempting to circumvent or hamper 
the other. I would not forget the construction 
ofanother bridge to accommodate the ever- 
increasing railroad commerce built almost 
entirely by St. Louis capital as another evyi- 
dence of our accumulation of means. 

Now, as to the causes of our increase of 
capital. In our early settiement the trade in 
furs was a source of great profit. Then mer- 
chandise and steamboating occupied largely 
the people, and were the sources of wealth, 
and many a fortune was made in the success- 
ful prosecution of these two employments; 
the persons building houses for the people 
made savings; the increase of the values of 
realty has made great accumulations, and, in 
later years, the gains made in manufacturing, 
which, commencing in a humble way, have 
swelled up almost entirely by the accumula- 
tion of profits until the total capital reaches 
the magnificent amount I have already 
stated, and which does not begin to show all 
these savings from that source, tor vast sums 
are in the hands of the employes, or by them 
invested in stocks, bonds or other securities. 

Then, too, the great silver mining proper- 
ties have added large sums to our exchequer, 
which have sought all sorts of investment, 
much of it In real estate, and proved an un- 
doubted benefit to our city. The sale ofa 
large number of breweries and the successful 
working of others add vast sums to the wealth 
ofthetown. The combined effect of all these 
causes, with the added increase of the capital 
and surplus of our banks and their deposits, 
has been to reduce the rate of interest here, 
until the past winter this has been one of the 
cheapest markets for money in the country. 

„Our bank capital and surpiusat the close 
of 1885 was $15,460,866, and at the end of 1889 it 
was $18,818,216, being a gain of $3,373,350, and 
the deposits atthe former period were S2, 
289,979, and atthe latter $60,967,147, a gain of 
$8,671,170. These are undoubted evidences of 
prosperity, and must give great pleasure to 
the owners and dealers in reai estate, which 
derives its value outside of agricultural pur- 
poses from the concentration of capital and 
population. But Iwill not weary you with the 
subject, nor do I wish to talk too much of st. 
Louis and its prosperity; we have grown be- 
yond the boasting stage, and do not need to 
blow our own trumpet to sound our praises, 
for our greatness is beyond the need of proof 
and well known everywhere, and if we did not 
get the World's Fair, I have not the slightes 
question our future will be a grand one. Just 
think of the great territory naturally tribu- 
tary to us, much of which is yet unsettled. 
Texas is an empire which is largely untouched 
by the nlow; and our near neighbor, bound 
to us by proximity and relationship, the In- 
dian Territory, must at no distant day be set- 
tled in farms; and the other great States 
around and west of us, with their ever- 
increasing population, will come to buy of 
and sell to us, for we will deal so fairly and 
reasonably with them that they will seek us; 
and we ali, real estate men, merchants, man- 
ufacturers and bankers, will bearin mind that 
exorbitant prices may ruin trade, anc that to 
promote the good of the great majority is, 
after all, the true road to individual well- 
doing and success in lite. 


„ Buslness and Manufacturing Property.’’ 


Mr. James E. Kaime had a splendid toast in 
„Business and Manufacturing Property of St. 
Louis.“ He responded as follows: 


„Mn. CHAIRMAN—The business center for 
the jobbing trade ofour city is between the 
same paralicis of latitude as it was in 1850— 
forty years ago. Thenit was between Market 
street and Washington avenue, and it is there 
to-day. The longitude of this trade has mate- 
rially changed—going from Levee to ain 
street, then to Second street, then passing 
over Third street and Fourth street to Fifth 
strect, now called Broadway. From Broad- 
way it has proceeded with rapid strides west- 
wardly untilithas reached Eleventh street. 
This all within forty years—and most of it 
within ten years. 

‘-The retailtrade has, during these years, 
held in the same center as to the north and 
south, but Nas spread out in both directions 
as well as westwardly more extensively. 
The best of the trade is still between Market 
street and Washington avenue, but has ieft 
Fourth street and gone west to Broadway and 
to Sixth street,and has extended north to 
Franklin avenue and west to Grand avenue. 
Both ofthese trades have moved from long 
occupied streets to got better buildings. 
Neither high-priced real estate nor high rents 
have caused these changes, but the ne- 
cessity for modern and convenient bulid- 
pes which were bullt for them on the 

ew streets, and'which they could not get 
where they were. Itis a notable fact that 
some ofthe largest wholesale dealers have 
gone several blocks furthor west than any 
ofthe large and fashionable retail dealers. 
This fact may indicate a very decided 
western movement of the largest retail 
stores in the near future. Afew wood-sized 
bank and office buildings have been erected 
within two or three years between Third 
and Tenth streets and several others are in 
process of erection within these limits. 
These are called fire-proof, and are from 
seven to ten stories high, a good style of 
architecture and very fine byiidings, fur- 
nished with every convenience. These build- 
ings are very well rented. They are located 
on Locust street, Olive street, Pine street, 
Chestnut street, Third street, Fourth street, 
Broadway, Sixth street, Seventh street, 
Eighth street, Ninth street and Tenth streot, 
in the special location of the retail trade. 
There is stillalarge demand in this business 
cénter for fine modern buildings iu place of 
many old and out-of-date fire-traps. 

„The value of the ground inthis locality 
has always been low compared with the 


ground similariy situated in other large cities, | 


never bringing more than $3,000to $4,000 per 
front foot for the choice corner lots. or from 
$25 to $35 per square foot. . Some of the choice 
corners are now held at $10,000 per front foot, 
or about $89 per square foot, but the average 
price of inside lots in the best part of this dis- 
trict is about $2,500 per front foot. The rents 
from this property are therefore low 
compared with rents in other cities upon 
like property, at the same time 
they pay a good per cent upon the investment 
on account of the low price ofthe land—pay- 
ing from 6to 10 per cept per annum net upon 
the present value after paying taxes and other 
expenses. Several ninety-nine years’ leases 
have — 1 becn made 2 some of the 
best corners in our city and fine office build- 
ings erected thereon, which seem to pay a 
handsome income. Other simllar buildings 
are soon to be erecfed upon like leases, Which 
promisé equally good profits. here is a 
growing demand for such buildings. 
„Wo are becoming widely and justiy known 
as an manufacturing city. This interest is 
rowing with most wonderful rapidity. We 
ave the cheapest coal and the cheapest 
ground, with all railroad facilities of any 
large city, and large capital has been invested 
in and is seeking this business. Ground can 
be purchased from $500 to $1,500 per acre, 
which is well located for large factories. Our 
proximity to and relations with the great 
Southwest, and our facilities for shipping 
of all kinds throughout that 
give us immense advantages 
vor any other oilty in all the branches 
this business. Double the capital 
we now have invested could well de used 
in thie line. What is pecially needed now in 
this best part of our city is the courage to 
pet down the old and totally uhsuitable 
ulldings and put up new and substantiai 
buildings in their place. It takes money to do 
this, and also courage. The money is plenty, 
If present owners have not the courage, how 
would it do for them toturn over their prop- 
erty to such as have both, and ure eager to 
use them. This might make this present 
center somewhat permanent.

real estate agent; but as everyone should do 
his best to help along these festive occasions 
(and I hope for many more of them), I will 
give you my views on residence property. It 
is almost like carrying coals to Newcastle to

as familiar with the subject as Iam,and when 


I have finished, with one accord you may all! 


say: ‘Bailey has told us what we all knew.’ 

On the southwest corner of Fifth and Lo- 
cust streets, where lwas born just 50 years 
ago, where now our magnificent Mercantile 
Library building stands, just two squares east 
of where we are now, in the heart of the city, 
assembled, my father’s house was on the 
western verge of the residence district. In 
that fifty years the residence district has 
moved southward and northward and west- 
ward, from hill top to hill top, over valley and 
slope, until to-day the western boundary is 
over six miles from the starting point, and 
the northern and southern boundaries over 
seven miles each way, and still broadening 
and building, and we have the grandest city 
of the Valley of the Mississippi—the brightest, 
sparkling diamond on the bosom of the Father 
of Waters.

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recklessness and wastefulness displayed by 
ourselves and our predecessors in building up 
sections of the city with good, substantial 
residences, only to abandon them shortly 
thereafter. Most of you gentiemen have seen 
the development of the eastern portions of 
Chouteau avenue, Olive street and Locust 
street into fine residence districts; these wero 
followed by Carr place and Lucas place, and 
after the lapse of afew years these, in turn, 
were abandoned, and that magnificent dis- 
trict of our suburbs, generally known as 
Stoddard addition, was dullt up with costly 
houses.
